Now the importance ot all this is 
right here: Matt people never develop 
their co-ordination nearly in jar <u 
they might. 

In Ihe first article of lhii scries, we 
told you that psychologists believe few 
men ever develop mure than a tenth, 
or a fifth, or at the most a quarter, of 
their potential ability. By a little ob- 
servation or a little experimenting, yon 
can see tluit this is absolutely true ill 
i i n in li nation. Try juggling two stones 
or two balls with one another, throw- 
ing one up and catching the other, al- 
ternately. See bow rnpidlv your skill 
develops. The same is true with almost 
anything else that requires skill: your 
ability will develop by leaps and 
bounds. Marksmanship. Balancing a 
baseball bat on your finger. Using an 
axe. Fir casting. 

Exactly the same thing is true with 
grown men. Their co-ordination is. if 
we want to look at it that way, hardly 
more than rudimentary. At forty, u 
man can take up golf or gymnasium 
work or horseback riding or rowing, 
and improve at it rapidly — so rapidly 
it seems almost as though his muscles 
weren't trained at all. 

IF you're going to keep going ahead 
until you're thirty or forty or fifty, in- 
stead of stopping at fourteen or fifteen, 
as so many fellows do. you need better 
than average, much better than aver- 
age, co-ordination. You need the 
better braia dei'dopment that good co- 
ordination ran give you. You need 
the satisfaction, and confidence, and 
elements of leadership, that will de- 
velop with it. You eaa'l afford to pass 
up any chance you get (and remem- 
ber lhat right now your cluinccs are 
better than they ever will be again) to 
improve your mind -and -muscle de- 
velopment.
